UP 105 PER CENT 
IN DECADE 
People paid $242 each on average in state and local 
property taxes in fiscal year 1975, according to Tax 
Foundation, that’s an increase of 105 per cent over the 
average tax of $118 paid in 1965. 
The amount of such taxes, however, varied widely 
from state to state. The range was from $53 in Alabama 
to $430 in Massachusetts. The Commonwealth of 
Massachussets moved up from second place in ten years 
with an increase in its property tax burden of 147 per 
cent. 
Closer to home, Kansas ranked 18th with an average 
property tax of $253, while Missouri ranked 32nd with an 
average property tax of $184. 
California dropped from first in 1965 at $197 to third at 
$373, an increase of 89 per cent. New York remained in 
fourth place at $369, up 132 per cent. 
Alaska had the largest percentage gain with an in­ 
crease of 298 per cent. The lowest percentage gains were 
in Idaho where the tax rose 36 per cent and in Utah where 
it rose 38 per cent. 
Among the least burdened besides Alabama were 
Louisiana at $85, Arkansas at $90, New Mexico and 
Kentucky at $95, and Mississippi at $97. Increases in 
those states ranged from 73 to 111 per cent. 
The map below shows the 1975 per capita property tax 
burden in each of the states and its rank.

Center reports a new approach

costs: 
“House fire at 76th and Miller 
Road!” The dispatch crackles 
over the Motorola Page-Boy 
radio attached to Mario Gan- 
narelli’s belt. Gannarelli, a 
custodial supervisor for the city 
of Scottsdale, Arizona, swings 
his car into the left lane and 
heads north for the fire. 
Two minutes later, Gannarelli 
is donning the protective gear 
stashed in the truck. His six- 
man 
crew 
of 
auxiliary 
firefighters already mans the 
hose lines, working with eight 
full-time firemen. In short order 
they have knocked the fire 
down, and are soon dousing the 
last of the flames. 
Gannarelli is one of about two 
dozen people responsible for 
large tax savings in this city of 
96,000 people. The program is 
S c o tts d a le ’s “ A u x iliary 
Firefighter” program. Under 
this plan, city employes from 
such departments as Parks and 
Public Works are trained as on- 
call firefighters, paid only a 
monthly retainer of about $50, 
plus $6.38 for each hour worked 
beyond the normal working day, 
they make possible substantial 
cost savings for the city fire 
department. 
The 
Berekeley, California- 
based Institute for Local Self 
Government recently compared 
the cost and quality of fire 
protection in Scottsdale and that 
in three very similar neigh­ 
boring cities-Mesa, Tempe, and 
Glendale. Its conclusion: while 
providing equally good service, 
the Scottsdale department costs 
half as much per capita as in 
other cities. Little wonder that 
What nobody realizes is that 
we French are sticklers for 
paper work. The West Germans 
did not fill out the right forms for 
Abu Daoud’s extradition. This 
was the main problem. There is 
no way under the sun of the 
French 
releasing 
an

the paper work is not in order.

I 
may be criticized for releasing 
him, but the honor of French 
bureaucracy is at stake, and we 
would be the laughingstock of 
the world if we gave up Abu 
Daoud when they sent us Form

according

Code. 
I know there has been some 
criticism of France and par­ 
ticularly our beloved President 
for releasing Abu Daoud, but we 
feel Abu has suffered enough. 
Not only did he have to spend 
several nights in jail but he was 
made to fly home on Air Algeria, 
which is considered by many as 
“cruel and unusual punish­ 
ment." 


The President is very angry at 
the reaction to his decision to 
free Abu Daoud. But he believes 
any head of state would have 
done the same thing. After all, if 
you start arresting terrorists for 
no reason, can any hijacker be 
safe from the knock on the door?

Scottsdale’s taxpayers are 
pleased with the system.

After hours, he 
is also required to respond, day 
or night, unlike conventional 
volunteers who show up when 
they’re motivated, but don’t 
when they aren’t. 
The Auxiliary Firefighters 
benefit more than just the 
taxpayers. 
The volunteers 
appreciate the excitement and 
extra pay offered by the 
program. Some of the volun­ 
teers get so enthused that they 
decide 
to 
become full-time 
firemen. The regular fireman 
benefits, too, since he becomes a 
man of higher responsibility, 
often becoming a specialist. His 
work becomes more demanding, 
but his high pay can be justified 
by the department’s higher 


productivity 
per 
man-hour, 
compared with regular fire 
departments. 
Regulars and auxiliaries 
attest to the popularity of the 
plan. 
As the head of the 
Department, Chief Louis Wit- 
zeman puts it: “After working 
together on a few big fires, the 
two groups learned to respect 
and appreciate each other.” 
Turnover is low-only one or two 
vacancies per year in the 25- 
man program. And its at­ 
tractiveness leads to a continual 
waiting list about as large as the 
program itself.

Scottsdale’s 
Auxiliary Firefighters program 
offers 
cities 
a 
way 
to 
significantly 
increase 
the 
productivity of their 
fire 
department, while saving a 
bundle of tax dollars. 
Is the paid reservist concept 
unique 
to 
Scottsdale? 
The 
Scottsdale 
department 
also 
serves 12 other Airzona com­ 
munities, 
using 
the 
paid 
reservist system. A number of 
California cities, including 
Santa 
Maria, 
Lompoc 
and 
Carpintería, use a form of paid 
reservists. The fire department 
in these communities save an 
estimated 25 per cent as a result 
of the program. 
What is relatively unique 
about the Scottsdale system is 
its exclusive use of city em­ 
ployes rather than average 
citizens 
as 
reservists. 
This 
ensures that reservists show up 
at first, gives local officials a 
greater degree of control over 
the program, and reduces the 
trend of fire departments to 
become an isolated little em­ 
pire, separate from the other 
city departments. 
Can a paid reservist program 
work 
elsewhere? 
With 
the 
cooperation of the department 
heads and solid support for 
lower taxes from the citizenry, 
there is no reason why not. 
Fifteen years of experience in 
Scottsdale have demonstrated 
the program’s worth. Today’s 
severe budget problems will 
lead an increasing number of 
cities to give paid reservists a 
try.

The question of who should 
bear the major burden of taxes 
always comes up at election 
time.

Foundation 
researchers found interesting 
had to do with the result of 
imposing a 100 per cent rate on 
all taxable income over $32,000.

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A-Plant Built Near Quake Fault

WASHINGTON - It started in 
the quiet darkness before dawn. 
Two small leaks, seemingly in­ 
significant, trickled down the 
canyon wall near the north end 
of the great earth-filled Teton 
Dam. 
But three minutes before noon 
on the fearful Sunday, June 5. 
1976. the 30-story dam split open, 
and a massive wall of water 
roared over the peaceful Idaho 
countryside. Miraculously, only 
14 people died from the flood’s 
ravages. But over a billion dol­ 
lars worth of Idaho real estate 
was washed away. Thousands 
were left homeless. 
Subsequent investigations in­ 
dicated that the dam should not 
have been built at all. For the 
Bureau of Reclamation knew, 
long before a billion galloas of 
water backed up behind the 
dam. that it was a risky project. 
The geology was tricky, the 
engineering dubious. But unfor­ 
tunately. Washington was more 
sensitive to the lobbying for the 
dam than to the scientific warn­ 
ings against it. And so the 
government built a monster 
called Teton. 
Now a worse disaster may be 
in the making on the California 
coast. A nuclear power plant is 
nearing completion near Diablo 
Canyon, just three miles from an 
earthquake line called Hosgri 
Fault. 
i 
y 


The Hosgri Fault hadn’t been 
discovered when the govern­ 
ment issued the construction 
permit in 1968. But several emi­ 
nent geologists warned that 
more care should be taken to 
locate possible faults in that 
earthquake-prone area. 
In 1971, Shell Oil geologists an­ 
nounced the discovery of the 
Hosgri Fault. They found it by 
using a method, ironically, that 
the nuclear facility’s critics had 
unsuccessfully urged the govern­ 
ment to try. 
Yet despite the earthquake 
danger, the government went 
ahead with the Diablo Canyon 
plant. It doesn’t take a geologist 
to figure out that an earthquake 
could rupture the nuclear power 
plant. This could cause a radia­ 
tion spill, with catastrophic con­ 
sequences. 
The construction of the plant 
could have been stopped in 1971, 
of course, before the full $1.2 
billion it cost to build it was 
spent. Now it is too late to 
recover the enormous construc­ 
tion cost; the plant will soon be 
ready to open. However, it still 
requires an operating license 
from the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission, which is supposed 
to protect the public safety. 
The NRC is toughening its 
standards to make the Diablo 
Canyon plant more earthquake 
re sista n t. But no hum an 


engineering could guarantee the 
safety of a plant on the edge of 
an earthquake fault. 
The NRCs project manager 
for the plant, Dennis Allison, told 
us that the commission’s pro­ 
posed safety regulations give 
some comfort “but not much." 
He acknowledged that the site 
“turned out to be not such a 
great place.” 
Yet so much money and effort 
has been invested in the plant, 
and so many powerful politi­ 
cians have backed it, that there 
is tremendous pressure to open 
it. Allison said the operating 
license “probably” would be 
granted. 
It was also the site, according 
to congressional findings, that 
doomed the Teton Dam. But the 
politicians who promoted the 
dam and the bureaucrats who 
planned it have not been held 
accountable for the billion-dollar 
d is a s te r. T he B u re a u of 
R e c l a m a t i o n , 
w h o se 
mismanagement helped to pro­ 
duce the catastrophe, has been 
left unscathed. 
Congress, of course, conducted 
its usual investigations, but these 
didn't p ertu rb R eclam ation 
Commissioner Gil Stamm. He 
told some bureaucrats, as we re­ 
ported last year, that he “wasn’t 
losing any sleep at night" over 
the congressional inquiries. 
Now we have discovered addi­ 
tional evidence of his apparent 
nonchalance over the dam dis­ 
aster. At obscure House hear­ 
ings, Stamm pooh-poohed the 
casualty count, which had then 
reached only 11. “The total num­ 
ber of deaths is 11, three of which 
were gunshot wounds, two were 
suicides, one is a couple of days 
after the loss of the dam, the 
other two weeks after the loss...”

WASHINGTON - They say the 
big, 215-pound ex-Notre Dame 
football hero Dan Shannon, later 
golden boy of the late Mayor 
Daley’s machine and now high- 
priced executive director of the 
Teamsters’ notorious Chicago- 
based pension fund, never loses 
his temper. Good. 
Now he can calmly explain 
what I call double salarying 
which brings him over $100,000 a 
year from the pension money 
and 
its 
allied, 
virtually 
unreported, also Chicago-based 
Health and Welfare Fund. 
For 
being 
a 
part-time 
executive 
director of the 
Team sters’ 
Central States 
Southeast and Southwest Areas 
Pension 
Fund, 
he 
drew 
$61,638.43 in fiscal 1975. And as 
part-time 
Welfare 
Fund 
executive director f a the same 
areas and same 450,000 team­ 
sters, at the same time Shannon 
got $41,093.28. 
Note that both funds are in the 
same Teamster-owned building. 
Since Shannon was once an All- 
American end and has cut his 
weight, it should take him all of 
three minutes to shift from one 
high-cost executive suite to 
another. 
But let me add swiftly that 
big Dan is developing himself a 
reputation for being a true-blue, 
tell-it-like-it-is 
fellow. That’s 
good. Then he can tell us why his 
fund had on its payroll during 
this 1975 fiscal year one Alvin 
Baron as a consultant at the rate 
of $78,750. That’s on the pension 
fund tab. Last November, Baron 
was indicted on charges of 
.soliciting and getting a $200,000 
bribe from a borrower. 
Someone could argue that 
there’s plenty of money in the 
fund. 
So why be niggardly? 
Well, that’s the truckdrivers’ 
old-age

money. 
Employers poured in over $303 
million that year. And another

owners’ cash went into the 
Health and Welfare Fund. That 
comes mighty close to half-a- 
billion annually.

with“caution,

conservatism.” Nicely, nicely 
said. Then why did the pension 
fund, now under concentrated U. 
S. 
Labor 
Department 
in­ 
vestigation, 
write 
off $68.6 
million as worthless assets and 
investments in 1975? And 
another $50 million the previous 
year? 
That’s almost 10 per cent of 
the pension fund’s total assets. 
Now comes the question of 
funding the old-age Teamsters’ 
security money. Under ERISA, 
the 
Employee 
Retirement 
Income Security Act, the fun­ 
ding must be solid. If the asset 
base decreases, then one of two 
results must inevitably develop: 
either the employers must in­ 
crease their contributions, this 
increasing the cost of tran­ 
sportation of vital foods and 
equipment and thus escalating 
the public’s cost of living. 
Or - the monthly pension 
income on which teamsters now 
count 
for 
comfortable 
retirement must be slashed. 
There’s little room here for a

Carbondale recently concluded 
on agreement which not only 
permits a student to enroll in 
both institutions at the same 
time, but also makes it ad- 
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vantageous for him to do so. 
There is a catch. 
The arrangement does not 
apply to all students, but only to 
those admitted to graduate 
study by both the College of 
Business at Southeast Missouri 
State and the School of Law at 
SIU. That narrows the field 
considerably, but the end result 
for those who qualify is, after at 
least three years of year-round 
study, a master of business 
administration 
degree 
from 
Southeast Misouri State and a 
doctor of laws degree from SIU. 
Dr. Bill Stacy, dean of the 
School of Graduate Studies at 
Southeast Missouri State, said 
the agreement, in simple terms, 
allows nine hours of course work 
taken in the MBA program at 
SeMo State to count toward the 
90 hours of course work needed 
at SIU for a law degree. And 


vice versa. SIU students can 
count nine hours of work taken 
in their law school curriculum 
toward 
the 
32-hour 
MBA 
requirement at SeMo State. 
Students interested in the joint 
degree program must generally 
be accepted before they begin 
their second academic year in 
the School of Law, according to 
the agreement, and their first 
year of law study must be 
restricted to courses on the SIU 
campus. 
After that, according to Dr. 
Stacy, nothing prevents a 
student from being enrolled on 
both campuses simultaneously.

If approval is received from 
the Ozark Regional Commission 
by March 1, the first progress 
report would be due by May 1 
and the progress report on phase 
one would be due Sept. 1.

DALLAS (AP) —They said it couldn’t be done, 
but a woman was able to out-calculate the prized 
Univac 1108 computer operated by the National 
Bureau of Standards. 
The woman, Shakuntala Devi, solved in 50 
seconds what it took Univac more than a minute 
to compute—the 23rd root of a 201-digit number. 
The Guineas Book of World Records once 
recorded a similar feat, but it was a figure one 
digit smaller and the time involved was more 
than 10.5 minutes. 


It took a Southern Methodist University 
professor almost four minutes to write the num­ 
ber on the chalk board and it took Miss Devi 50 
seconds to compute the answer. 


In a warmup before the record setting 
calculation, Mrs. Devi, recognized as a math­ 
ematics Houdini, told students in the crowd the 


days of the week their birthdays had occured. 
When one asked her the day of the week for Feb. 
29, 1941, she replied “What sort of calendar do 
you follow?” 
In setting up the Univac to compete with the 
woman, workers fed 13,466 instructions and 4,883 
data locations into the machine. Because 
someone feared that the woman might have 
memorized the answer for every possible 
combination of numbers, the computer was 
asked to figure the odds against her coming up 
with the correct answer. The odds were 58 mil­ 
lion to 1. 
After setting the record, the woman said she 
was not so concerned about re-writing the 
Guineas Book of World Records. “I wasn’t trying 
to compete against the human’s 10 and a half 
minutes,” she said. “I wanted to be quicker than 
the computer.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
rights of pregnant workers, 
handed a severe setback by the 
Supreme Court 4last month, 
once again will be studied by 
the nine men who make up die 
nation’s highest court. 
The justices voted Tuesday to 
decide when employers are jus­ 
tified in treating pregnancy dif­ 
ferently than a disability that 
would be covered by various 
fringe-benefit plans. 
On Dec. 7, the court ruled 
that private companies offering 
employes disability insurance 
do not have to include preg­ 
nancy benefits. Women repre­ 
senting the 100,000 female em­ 
ployes of General Electric had 
charged the firm with sex dis­ 
crimination in that case. 
Feminist groups now are lob­ 
bying Congress in an effort to 
have such protection written 
into the Civil Rights Act as a 
specific amendment. 
On Tuesday, the court agreed 
to hear arguments in preg­ 
nancy cases from Nashville, 
Tenn., and Richmond, Calif. 
The cases present several new 
questions for the court to re­ 


solve: 
—Is a requirement that a 
woman leave her job at a spe­ 
cific time in her pregnancy, 
even though she and ho* doctor 
say she is able to continue 
working, a violation of her civil 
rights? 
—If a company gives sick 
pay for an assortment of dis­ 
abling ailments, but tells preg­ 
nant workers they must take 
vacation time to have their 
babies, is the firm guilty of sex 
discrimination? 
—Can a private employer le­ 
gally strip seniority status from 
women who return to work 
after pregnancy leave? 
In other matters, the court: 


—Ruled in a 6-3 vote that the 
right of criminal suspects to be 
tokl by police that they do not 
have to talk to interrogators 
only applies to suspects official­ 
ly arrested and in police custo­ 
dy. 
Some observers worried that 
the court might have jeopard­ 
ized the landmark opinion on 
the rights of criminal suspects 
known as the Miranda decision, 
by laying out for police officers 


willing to take the legal risks 
such a definitive detour for by­ 
passing the Miranda limitations 
on questioning suspects. 
Justice Thurgood Marshall, 
one of the court’s dissenters 
Tuesday, said in a footnote to 
his opinion, “I trust today’s de­ 
cision does not suggest that po­ 
lice officers can circumvent Mi­ 
randa by deliberately post­ 
poning the official arrest and 
the giving of Miranda warnings 
until 
the 
necessary 
in­ 
criminating statements have 
been obtained.” 
—Again 
indicated 
that it 
wants federal judges to apply 
more stringent tests before or­ 
dering widespread school de­ 
segregation. It struck down 
such a plan for Indianapolis 
schools. The justices left intact, 
however, a desegregation plan 
in effect for Louisville, Ky., 
area schools for more than a 
year. 
—Agreed to decide if five-per­ 
son juries are valid. The court 
in 1970 ruled that juries do not 
have to have 12 members but 
did not specify if a jury of less 
than sue members is legal in 
criminal cases.

The Guiness Book of World Records once 
recorded a similar feat, but it was a figure one 
digit smaller and the time involved was more 
than 10.5 minutes. 


It took a Southern Methodist University 
professor almost four minutes to write the num­ 
ber on the chalk board and it took Miss Devi 50 
seconds to compute the answer 


In a warmup before the record setting 
calculation, Mrs. Devi, recognized as a math­ 
ematics Houdini, told students in the crowd the 


days of the week their birthdays had occured. 
When one asked her the day of the week for Feb. 
29, 1941, she replied “What sort of calendar do 
you follow?” 
In setting up the Univac to compete with the 
woman, workers fed 13,466 instructions and 4,883 
data locations into the machine. Because 
someone feared that the woman might have 
memorized the answer for every possible 
combination of numbers, the computer was 
asked to figure the odds against her coming up 
with the correct answer. The odds were 58 mil­ 
lion to 1. 
After setting the record, the woman said she 
was not so concerned about re-writing the 
Guiness Book of World Records “I wasn’t trying 
to compete against the human's 10 and a half 
minutes,” she said. “I wanted to be quicker than 
the computer.”

Every golf«- who ever threw his soul into a round-house swing 
and watched the ball soar toward some God-forsaken jungle 
should have a vested interest in a meeting of the game's 
rulesmakers in Atlanta this weekend. 
It concerns the legality of science’s latest antidote to stomach 
ulcers and frayed tempers — a golf ball that straightens out its 
trajectory in flight. 
It is a sort of non-hook, nonslice ball, but that, according to its 
inventors, is overstating the case. 
The hall is the creation of two Pacific Coast scientists — Dr. 
Fred Holmstrom, professor of physics at San Jose State, Calif., 
and Daniel Nepela, an advisory chemist with IBM — who have 
been working on the project for 10 years. 
By applying the theory of aerodynamics to the traditional 
dimples on the surface of the ball, they have come up with a pellet 
that meets all specifications of the U.S. Golf Association in 
weight (1.62 ounces), size (minimum of 1.68 inches in diameter) 
and initial velocity. 
The only difference Ues in its dimple structure — some of the 
dimples deeper than others — “to minimize the deviation of the 
ball from the intended path caused by hooking or slicing. ” 
In effect, it corrects its flight in mid-air. It does so legally — no 
mirrors, no hidden radar, no gimmickry. 
Their big problem has been to ha ve the projdbt taken seriously. 
Pundits are inclined to call it the “happy non-hooker. ’ ’ 
That is what seems to worry the USGA brass which has come 
up with an addition to Rule 2-3 specifying that the ball must be 
“spherical in shape ... have equal aerodynamic properties and 
equal moments of inertia about any axis through its center.” 
The California inventors, who already have patented the new 
ball tested it and started manufacturing it under the name of 
Polara Enterprises, regard this as a move to outlaw their brain­ 
child. 
They are flying to Atlanta with their lawyers to fight the 
“Battle of the Duffers” before the Executive Committee of the 
U.S. Golf Association, holding its annual convention there. 
The argument of attorney William Coblentz, representing the 
inventors, is that all balls presently approved have varying 
dimples and as a result differences in aerodynamic properties. 
The suggested rule change would “raise questions... as to its 
basic unfairness for new and innovative changes,” he insists. 
Frank Thomas, technical director of the USGA, argues that the 
new concept “might reduce the skill required to play and 
therefore be detrimental to the game.” 
The inventors deny this. 
“Our purpose is to keep the game moving and make it more 
enjoyable for everybody by reducing the time in the rough,” Dr. 
Hobtrom says. He added that the ball had been tested by well- 
known professionals who acclaimed it as being “straighter and 
truer.’’ 
Nepela insists that “although our hall may be in bounds more 
often than other balls, golfing skill is still needed to play the 
game.”

Lyle McLaughlin of the high­ 
way department reported to the 
committee that the proposal 
was a “no win” situation. He 
said even if Teasdale did make 
the request the department 
could not approve it. 
Merrell suggested the mora­ 
torium so that fuel trucks could 
carry increased loads of fuel 
oil, gas and propane to relieve 
shortages around the state.

raised, George Burr us of the 
Missouri Bus and Truck Associ­ 
ation said, fuel trucks could de- 


liver an extra 1,000 gallons of 
fuel per load. 
Merrell proposed the mora­ 
torium because of the severe 
cold and fuel shortages as part 
of his presentation of a bill that 
would increase truck weights 
and lengths.

NEW YORK (AP) - Real es 
tate people are looking for this 
year to be the most vigorous 
ever in sales of single-family 
dwellings, despite an antici­ 
pated rise in the median price 
of new homes to more than 
$50,000. 
That expectation, from the 
National Association of Real­ 
tors, stands in sharp contrast to 
some other industrial forecasts 
that are hedged against the 
possibilities of rising interest 
rates and inflation. 


The Realtors concede that in­ 
flation will be apparent in the 
housing market, but no more so 
than in 1976. They forecast an 8 
per cent rise for existing homes 
and a 10 per cent increase for 
newly built units. 
The cost of mortgages, how 
ever, is expected to go the oth­ 
er way, falling during the first 
half of the year to 8.5 per cent 


before 
stabilizing 
and 
then 
probably inching higher. Rates 
last 
year 
generally 
were 
around 9 per cent. 
The biggest spur to sales is 
expected to come from an even 
stronger existing home market. 
Last year close to 3 million 
such homes changed hands, 
and the Realtors expect sales 
this year to total 3.4 million. 


The interest of Americans in 
homes 
previously 
occupied 
soared during the past few 
years but was almost unnoticed 
by some economists and others 
who had their eyes glued to the 
figures on newly built homes. 


A number of factors are be­ 
hind the interest, including the 
higher cost of new homes, the 
greater spaciousness of some 
existing homes, the desire of 
some young couples to renovate 
units in mature neighborhoods. 
In addition to higher sales for 


existing homes, the Realtors 
expect that about 1.3 million 
single-family 
homes will be 
started in 1977, making it the 
second-best year ever for this 
type of construction. 
In all, said the Realtors. 
“American 
consumers 
will 
spend $220 billion to purchase 
nearly 4.7 million single-family 
homes, making this the best 
year ever for the single-family 
home market." 
What astonishes some stu­ 
dents of the housing market is 
that the surge comes in the 
face of higher prices — prices 
that some of them had felt 
would rule out statistics such 
as those now forecast.

Martha Angle and Robert 
Walters, two distinguished 
Washington reporters, will 
write a new daily national af­ 
fairs column which will 
appear in this newspaper 
beginning in February.

Walters, who has been call­

newspapers. Angle, a 13-year 
veteran of The Washington 
Star, had been the paper s 
Senate correspondent. 
The Walters and Angle 
column may set several jour­ 
nalistic precedents. It may 
mark the first time a man and 
a woman, who are also hus­ 
band and wife, are writing a 
Washington column under a 
joint byline. 
“We at NEA are delighted 
with the prospects,” said 
Robert Roy Metz, the com­ 
pany’s president and editor. 
“ We are satisfied that 
Walters and Angle are the two 
best people in Washington to 
take on this important assign­ 
ment. The fact they are a 
married couple, while in­ 
teresting, is quite incidental.

M artha Angle, a native 
Washingtonian, is a graduate 
of Oberlin College. Her first 
new spaper job was as a 
reporter for the Elyria (Ohio) 
Chronicle-Telegram. She join­ 
ed the Washington Star in 1963 
as a general assignm ent 
reporter. 
Her career on The Star has 
included assignments to a 
series of beats involving local, 
state and federal politics and 
government. 
She covered Prince Georges 
County, Maryland, the largest 
suburb of Washington, writing 
everything from police and 
court news to local politics 
and government. 
Angle also covered the state 
of Maryland for the Star, in­ 
cluding the legislature, gover­ 
nor’s office, state government 
and the courts, as well as the 
Senate campaigns of 1968 and 
1972. 
Angle was her paper’s prin­ 
cipal reporter at the Senate 
Watergate hearings and 
helped report the impeach­ 
m e n t p r o c e e d i n g s and 
resignation of Richard Nixon, 
as well as the transition to the 
Ford presidency. 
Since 1974 she has been the 
chief Senate reporter for the

BAYTOWN, Tex. (AP) - A 
series of explosions rumbled 
through an 800-foot tanker early 
today as it took on a load of 
gasoline and other fuels, leav­ 
ing at least 17 persons injured 
and four missing, the U.S. 
Coast Guard said. 
A witness said many crew­ 
men leaped into the Houston 
Ship Channel or were hurled 
overboard by the blasts which 
sank a nearby tugboat and 
touched off a spectacular fire. 
A Coast Guard spokesman 
said there were at least three 
explosions aboard the tanker 
Exxon San Francisco as it was 
being loaded at the giant Exxon 


refinery here. 
, 
“It was a rumbling type of 
explosion and the tanker did 
not simply blow up,” a spokes­ 
man said. 
A Coast Guard spokesman 
said three of the persons miss­ 
ing were crew members of the 
tugboat Nathan B, which sank 
near the tanker and wks be­ 
lieved to have provided the 
spark that touched off the 
blasts. The fourth was a crew­ 
man from the CYS Brilliance, a 
Liberian tanker tied up at the 
same dock. 
He said the tanker’s crew of 
30 to 40 men were all accounted 
for. 


The Coast Guard said at least 
three of the injured required 
hospitalization. 
About 45 persons were evac­ 
uated from nearby homes. 
“They were loading heating 
oil through a loading arm when 
the arm broke, spraying heat­ 
ing oil over the dock,” said 
Coast Guard spokesman Lt. 
Dennis Sande. “According to 
reports, the commercial tug­ 
boat Nathan B, which was 
docked on the other side of the 
pier from the San Francisco, 
started her engines and it was 
shortly after that that the ex­ 
plosions occurred.” 
The tug was tipped over and 


sank upside down, witnesses 
said. 
Flames spread to the dock 
after the 2:04 a.m. explosions. 
Exxon personnel said the fire 
was under control shortly after 
daybreak. 
The tanker can carry 496,000 
barrels of fuel. 
The Exxon refinery at Bay­ 
town, 25 miles southeast of 
downtown Houston, has a ca­ 
pacity for processing 400,000 
barrels of crude oil a day and 
is being enlarged to handle 
600,000. 
The ship channel extends 
from Houston to the Gulf of 
Mexico.

to the House Budget Committee 
by Treasury Secretary W. Mi­ 
chael Blumenthal, Budget Di­ 
rector Bert Lance and Chair­ 
man Charles L. Schultze of the 
Council of Economic Advisers.

and payments to most Ameri­ 
cans, the administration also 
proposed permanent tax reduc­ 
tions for low-and middle-income 
families totaling $1.5 billion this 
year and $5.5 billion in 1978.

(AP) - A 
series of explosions rumbled 
through an 800-foot tanker early 
today as it took on a load of 
gasoline and other fuels, leav­ 
ing at least 17 persons injured 
and 
four 
missing, 
the U.S. 
Coast Guard said. 
A witness said many crew­ 
men leaped into the Houston 
Ship Channel or were hurled 
overboard by the blasts which 
sank a 
nearby tugboat and 
touched off a spectacular fire. 
A Coast Guard spokesman 
said there were at least three 
explosions aboard the tanker 
Exxon San Francisco as it was 
being loaded at the giant Exxon 


refinery here. 
“It was a rumbling type of 
explosion and the tanker did 
not simply blow up,” a spokes­ 
man said. 
A Coast Guard spokesman 
said three of the persons miss­ 
ing were crew members of the 
tugboat Nathan B, which sank 
near the tanker and was be­ 
lieved to have provided the 
spark 
that 
touched 
off the 
blasts. The fourth was a crew­ 
man from the CYS Brilliance, a 
Liberian tanker tied up at the 
sam e dock. 
He said the tanker’s crew of 
30 to 40 men were all accounted 
for. 


The Coast Guard said at least 
three of the injured required 
hospitalization 
About 45 persons were evac­ 
uated from nearby homes. 
“They were loading heating 
oil through a loading arm when 
the arm broke, spraying heat­ 
ing oil over the dock,” said 
Coast 
Guard spokesman Lt. 
Dennis Sande 
“According to 
reports, the commercial tug­ 
boat 
Nathan 
B, 
which was 
docked on the other side of the 
pier from the San Francisco, 
started her engines and it was 
shortly after that that the ex­ 
plosions occurred." 
The tug was tipped over and 


sank upside down, witnesses 
said. 
Flames spread to the dock 
after the 2:04 a.m. explosions. 
Exxon personnel said the fire 
was under control shortly after 
daybreak. 
The tanker can carry 4%,000 
barrels of fuel. 
The Exxon refinery at Bay­
